Cleveland, O, Feb. 8.—Federal 


conciliatois Hywel Davies and Daniel 
J. Keete and repiesentatives of east- 
ern Ohio coal operators and miners 
officials -today iesu-med their point 
conference in an effort to bring about 
a settlement of the strike which has 
caused the idleness of 15,000 coal 
miners since the first of April last. 
When recess was taken last Wednes- 
day plans for a proposed arbitration 
ol the difficulties were under discus- 
sion.

The question of wages to be paid 


mineis while other questions are be- 
inp- arbitrated must be agreed upon 
betore details of arbitration can be 
worked out, both sides agreed last 
week. 
Operators suggested that all 


points, including wages, be arbitrat- 
ed, but the miners officials insisted 
that their previous demands for 47 
cents, on a run of mine basis be 
met.

When the conference resumed to- 


day, it was said that the government 
'representatfves-.-might suggest j»me 
plan which the;, hoped would elimi- 
nate the wage question as a barrier 
to arbitration. 
It was pointed out that since the 


operators and miners had been una- 
ble to,agree as jet on a scale to be 
paid pending arbitration that 
the 


conciliators migut suggest that the 
question of wages for the time be- 
ing, be abandoned and efforts de- 
voted to working out a satisfactory 
plan of arbitration. If after an ar- 
bitration plan was agreed upon the 
wages to be paid miners while dif- 
ferences were being settled by arbi- 
traters still was a stumbling block, it 
was said it might be suggested that 
the mines remain idle until all of 
the differences were adjusted.

The bill of Representative Fleming 
of Mahoning which heretofore has 
been considered as representing most 
accurately the views of the adminis- 
tration, provides for a state depart- 
ment of inspection and a county 
board to issue licenses, composed of 
the prosecutor, recorder and clerk.

influence of an anaethetic. 
It was 


believed that at least two of the 
bodies 
would be 
exhumed. The 


coroner today began an investigation 
of this suggestion. There was little 
tangible for him to work on, except 
reports founded in the fears of the 
present inmates with whom he held 
a long talk yesterday. 


The New York undertakers who 


took charge of the bodies were to be 
questioned as to what steps they had 
taken to make sure that life was ex- 
tinct before burial. 


Henry Blum, an embaliner ques- 


tioned today by the coroner, con- 
firmed a statement imputed to Fred 
Mors, who told the district attorney 
he had caused the death of three in- 
mates in relation to the death of 
Henry Horn, Dec. 20. Blum told the 
coroner, it was said that when he 
took charge of Horn's body he no- 
ticed a burn on the mouth and ask- 
ed Mors about it and Mors explain- 
ed it had been made ny a cloth sat- 
urated with anaesthetic tied about 
the dead man's face to 
hold 
his 


mouth shut. 


The bodies of all the eight inmates 


who Mors said were put to death 
were embalmed before burial, Blum 
said.

ficials. The district authorities, un- 
der the McDermott bill -would have 
the authority which comes from ap- 
pointment from above without dang- 
er of appointment by state authori- 
ties, they declared.

licensing board whose three members 
now are appointed by the governor- 
and received $5,000 
each.

His duties would 
foe to detect law violations through 
a corps of deputy inspectors whom 
he may appoint, and to supervise the 
general affairs of the district offi- 
cials.

Mr Carnegie has a habit of tell- 


ing the truth about American steel 
manufacturing that must be 
very 


disconcerting to the brethren who 
are always on the lookout for boun- 
ties and subsidies. For the last ten 
or twelve years he has insisted that 
steel can be made here as cheaply 
as anywhere on earth. 
Now, with 


an indifference to the feeling of the 
ship-subsidy ring that is positively 
heart-rending, he tells the New York 
Ihamber of Commerce: "We make 
steel about as cheaply as Britain, 
and I believe I could build ships 
about as cheaply; wood here would 
cost less.'1 


This remark was brought out ,by 


the Chamber's recent declaration in 
favor of subsidies as absolutely es- 
sential to the creation of a merchant 
marine, and to James J. Hill's as-
